EDMONTON BULLETIN JAN. 24th., 1202, 
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ALBERTA THROUGH AMERICAN EYES. 


Mr. S. K. Lent was a delegate seni 
from the farmers of Allegan County, 
Michigan to Western Canada, to re- 
port on the proypecis for successful 
settlement. His report is as follows; 

I went from Winnipeg to Edmonton, 
thence east one hundred miles by 
wagon. I found the country in that 
Vicinity a rich, black loam, varyirg 
from 12 iaches to 3 feet deep; ihe 
crops are simply something enormous; 
wheat and oats by actual measure- 
ment often standing five feet in height. 
I have been a farmer for forty years, 
and consider myself a fair judge of 
the yield qi grain, and | saw wheat 
that would yield 50 bushels per acre, 
and oats that would yield 100 bushels 
per acre; not one alone, but a (good 
many. As for root crops and garden 
truck, in no country have I ever seen 
their equal for all kinds except corn 
and tomatoes; ihe nights being too cocl 
for these to ripen well. As a_ siock 
country it has no equal. East of Ed- 
monton, on the head waters of the 
Vermilion river, I saw hay meadows 
containing from, 10 to 100 acres, the 
grass standing 4 feet high, and wouid 


often cut 4 io 4 tons to the acre. 
From Edmonton I passed through 
some fine locations, namely, Wetas- 


kiwin, Lacombe and other points. 

From MacLeod I went to Regina 
thence to Prince Albert, 247 miles 
morth of the main line. for «he first 
fifty miles is fine farming country, but 
the next hundred miles is more of a 
stock country. Then at Saskatoon, 
Rosthern and Duck lake I found some 
very fine farming country, so good 
that § found a party of Americans 
from Minneso!a buying land for them 
selves—one party buying 12 sections, 
and the other 20 sections of land fio1 
themselves, which they proposed to 
improve at once. 

I have travelled over twenty-three 
different States and Territories in ou1 
Union, and never in my life time shave 
I ever seen such magnificent crops and 
especially as fine a stock country.

COMING OUR WAY. 

The Boston Heraid, editorially deal- 
ing with the movement of population 
on this continent, said recently; 

“It is probable that the official re- 
ports of immigration and emigration 
which are published by the gov- 
ernmenis of Canada and the Uniied 
States will show in the next few years 
that ihe tide of settlement that ‘was 
sweeping from Canada towards the 
United States has come to an end, and 
that the current is now settling in the 
other direction, In an address recently 
delivered in Montreal, one of the Cana- 
dian iminisiers spoke, in exceed- 
ingiy enthusiastic tones, of the charac- 
ter of the settlers who are gradually 
filling up the agricultural regions of 


the Canadian Northwest, and reports 
to hand from our own norith- 
western states are to the ef- 
fect that large numbers of Ameri- 


cans are going across the borders 
and are purchasing and settling on 
farms in the provinces cf Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan, and even as far norih as 
the province of Athajhasca. These pro- 
vinces, it is said, are fast becoming 
Americanized by a wonderfully intelii- 
gent and progressive class of men who 
are throwing over their allegiance io 
the United States and are becoming 
citizens of King Mdward. The country 
covered by these great Canadian. pro- 
vinces is said to be far better, so far 
as the possibilities of farming and 
stock raising is concerned, than 
any other territory, especially 
any unoccupied territory, oa this 
continent. The conditions urder 
which the land can _ be Oob- 
tained are remarkably — satisfaciory 
while the opportuniiies of peaceful de- 
velopment make its possessions won- 
derfully attractive.”

Other crops are grown 
more largely than wheat, not because 
wheat does not do as wel! here as else- 
where, but because these other crops 
do siill better and give a more rrofit- 
able return. It is a weil known fact 
that the more northerly the latitude 
in which grain will come to perfection 
the betier it is. Im accordance with 
this rule wheat of the growth of tthe 
Edmonton district runs very much 
over the standard weight per bushel. 
Sixty-two pounds per bushel is as fair 
a standard weight here as 60 pounds 
in Eastern Canada. Wheat of what- 
ever variety reproduced here for sever. 
al successive seasons takes on to same 
extent the nature of hard wheat. And 
the hard red fife :wheat is produced ‘in 
perfection, on old aad weli cultivaied 
land. . 
The ‘best proof of the ceriainty 
of yield and the quality of the wheat 
grown here is the growth of the local 
milling industry. There are five rol- 
ler process flour miils operating in the 
district .o-day producing flour, which 
has shut out competition by the great 
mills of Winnipeg and Keewatin and 
competes successfully with their pro- 
duct in the Kosienay. These mills are 
located as follows; Edmonton, Sirath- 
cona, Fort Saskatchewan, 20 miles 
rartheast, Leduc, 20 miles souch, and 
Wetaskiwin, 20 apiles further sow.h, 
In no other part of the Canadian West 
are there so many mills within an 
equal area. The large investments in 


these mills is proof not only that 
wheat can be grown, but that its 


growth is an assured success. 

Oats are grown so largely in the 
Edmonton district partly because cli- 
mate and soil are especially favorable 
io the production of large crops and fa 
good quality of grain, but also because 
of the profitable market which up to 
the present his been found fer the 
surplus, in the mining regions of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and elsewhere. Gais are 
an. ideal farm crop, where the condi- 
tions are favorable. Clean and easy 
to handle, not subject to damage by 
unfavorable weather, 
on the soil, the straw making excellent 
fodder, and the returns being large. 
To give good returns oats require con- 
siderable moisture, a rich soil and a 
long season of growth. These are the 
conditions of the Edmonton district, 
and hence the great proporivion of dats 
grown... An average of over 60 bush- 
els to the acre by measure throughout 
the district last season as shown; by the 
gavernme..t return is proof that the 
claims frequently made of returns of 
aver 100 bushels to the acre are well 
grounded. This exceeds the return of 
any other farm crop. The standard 
weight per bushel of oats in Canada 
is 34 pounds. But in the Edmonion 
district anythiog less than 38 pounds 
is considered under the mark, while 42 
pounds and over is not infrequent. An 
evidence of the superiority of Edinion- 
ton oats is found in the establishment 
several years ago of an oatmez! mill 
in Strathcona by the Brackman-Ker 
Co. of Viccoria, B. C., im order, tu the 
better supply the oatmeal trade of the 
Kootenay district of British Columbia. 
This year a contract was made with 
the British war department through 
the Canadian department of agricul- 
ture to supply half a million bushels of 
Edmonton. district oats to the army 
in South Africa; the oats to weigh nict 
less than 38 pounds te the measured 
bushel. Over 190,000 bushels of oats 
of this standard has already gone for- 
ward on this contract. The advertise- 
ment which the quality of oats grown 
in the district has thus received has 
made a risk demand for Edmonton 
oats in Manitoba and Eastern Canada 
with the result that for the largest 
toial crop of oats ever harvested here 
the farmevs are receiving the largest 
price. Wee 

Barley, which used to be the only 
grain crop of the district now takes 
the lowest place. Not because it is 
not adapted to ithe soil and climate, 
for it is, but because the cash market 
for the surplus has not made it as 
profitable a crop as oats or wheat, It 
is chiefly raised for hog feed. The 
average yield per acre for North Al- 
beriaz is given in the government re- 
turn tor last year as 43.65 bushels. 
Vitty bushels is not an extraordinary 
yield and the weight largely over runs 
the standard of 48 pounds vo the bush- 
el. It is usually crushed, sometimes 
with oats or inferior wheat, and some- 
times is cooked with potatoes. Either 
way it is unexcelled as a producer of 
first class bacon, and no doubt as the 
rearing of hogs becomes more 
general the proportion of barley 
grewn will be increased. It requires 
only a very short season of growth, 
but is more susceptible io damage by 
the weather than oats, 

Poiatoes, turnips, cabbage, cauli- 
flower, celery and all the hardy vege- 
tables find their ideal home in the scit 
black soil, the moderate moisture and 
the long summer of the Edmoniion dis- 
trict. Knormous yields are recorded, 
and cultivation is easy. 

The luxuriant growth of wild vege- 
tation including grasses of many var- 
ieties, makes the discrict ideal for cat- 
tle raising combined with dairying. 
Abundant pasture is everywhere, and 
cattle can usualiy graze from the first 
week in April to the first week in No- 
vember, while frequently they can 
graze until Christmas. Grass Is green 
from early May until late September. 
and tbe rankness of growth provides 
sufficient food within a small area so 
that cattle need not wander far. The 
absence of high winds, the shelter of 
poplar groves and wiliows clumps, an 
abundance of water in creeks and 
ponds, are favorable conditions tor 
summer grazing which do not prevail 
or the open plains, Hay or straw has 
to be provided fer from five to six 
months, but again the luxuriance of 
ihe grass reduces the cost of hay ito 
the lowest point. So that five months 
hey can ve put up ion the Edmon.cn 
district at less expense than two 
months hay on the southern plains. 
And with a supply of hey on( hand 
there are none cf the risks which must 
be faced where dependence is placed on 
cattle being able to graze all winter. 
There is abundance of timber from 
wich adequate sheds and stabling can 
be. provided for the winter, merely at 
an expenditure of labor, without cost 
im cash. ‘ 

All the conditions are favorable for 
dairying. The flow of milk is large. 
It is rich in cream. The cool summer 
nights give every advantage in ths 
making and keeping of butter. Cows 
can be kept comfortable and in good 
conditios at a minimum of cost bath 
in winter and summer. All over the 
dist ric’ the farmer who kept cows and 
made butter has made money. Caitle 
raising and dairying have the supreme 
advantage over every other branch of 
farming in the district that it gives 
the farmer the full advaniage of the 
pasturage on the unoceuiped land 
without cost to him except the pur- 
chase price of his cows, the returns are 
immediate. and there is a minimum of 
tisk. In all other branches of pioneer 


farming a first investment of labor 
has to se made, the return ha:{ te bs 
awaited for at least a year, and great- 


not exhausiive j 


| | 


er chances have to ve taken. Conse- 
quently in no other branch is ihe 
aciual profit as greai. 


Hogs are the next most important 
farm stock. They thrive on the coarse 
gtains and roots which are produced so 
abundantly. The returns are as cer- 
tain as im the case of cattle, there is 
2, Teady raarket, and a very moderate 
investmen* of capital is required. The 
rearing of hogs depends on the cultiva- 
tion of the soil. A larger money value 
can be produced from a certain area 


in hogs than in catile. The corn crop 
of many of the Western 
States, uhrough the bacon pro 
duced from it, is the prin- 


cipal wealth of those states. Barley, 
sats, and potatoes produce better 
bacon than does corn, These crops 
here give as large a return ini food at 
less cost of labor, and with less chance 
of failure than the corn crop of Net 
braska, Kansas or Iowa. The farmer 
in the Edmonton district does not need 
to depend on rearing hogs as does the 
farmer in those states, but plainly he 
has greater advantages in their pro- 
fitable rearing, especially when the 
cost of land and rate of taxation are 
compared. 
Where oats and hay are plentiful 
and good horse rearing should be pro- 
fitahle. And no doubt it will be. But 
horse rearing ‘requires capital and 
takes time. Wich the progress of the 
settlers no doubt it wili be takeni up 
in due course. Although cattle do not 
graze out during the winter, native 


horses do, being able to pawaway the 
snow irom the grass and to stand 
severe cold hetter than cattle. Of 


course this does not apply uo stable 
reared horses. 


Sheep thrive very well notwithstand- 
ing the black soil and long igrass, but 
have not been reared largely se far. 

Poultry are reared in very consider- 
able pumbers, and include chickens, 
turkeys, geese and ducks. Al do well 
and give very good returns. Of course 
they must have warm houses for the 
winter, Eggs are plentiful in summer 
and a very considerable trade is done 
with the Kooienay. Hens begin to lay 
in February or sometimes in January 
and lay most of the year. 

After all questions as to clima¢ga 
soil, and products have been settled, 
comes the great and important ques- 
tion of a, market for the results of the 
labor and investment made. Edmon- 
ton is the furthest railway point east 
o fthe Rocky Moun*ains from thei At- 
lantic ports. It is therefore furthest 
away from what are recognized as the 
world’s markets. While the seitler 
looking fpr a home has been attracted 
strongly to ithe Edmonton district dur- 
ing the past ien years the farmers who 
invests his money and time and ‘labor 
with the expectation of a profitable 
cash return has been repelled by the 
idea of unfavorable conditions for 
marketing his produce. So far we 
have had very few of this class of set- 
ilers. Possibly in past years the 
country was nol. ready for them. ‘Bui 
with the advance of settlement and 
the improvements of general condi- 
tions, and especially with the e&stab- 
lishment of markets for our produce, 
there is no reason why the farmer of 
means should.

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THE LIMIT OF THE ARID REGION. 

The Saskatchewan valley forms the 
northern limit of the great central 
plain of North America, which extends 
unbroken southward to the Gulf of 
Mexicc, between the Mississippi river 
and the Rocky Mountains. In the 
United States all the western part of 
this great plain is arid, because of *he 
high elevation, and its consequent ex- 
posure to high winds from the west. 


The jnternational boundary lies 
along the watershed between 
the river systems flowing south 
to the Gulf of Mexico and 


north to Hudson’s Bay. This means 
that the country falls away rapidly 
fram the international »j>undary to- 
wards the north. And when tke Sas- 
katchewan region is reached the ele- 
vation bas decreased sc’ that | the 
sweep of the winds is sufficiently less- 
ened to permit of some degree of nat- 
ural forest growth. This is at once 
a result and a cause of rainfall, and 
this again a cause and result of fer- 
tility such as the highey, dryer and 
treeless plains further souih are not 
favored with. North of the Saskatchew 
wan, especially in the eastern part of 
its course the country becomes entirely 
because tbe Saskatche- 


forest. It is ] 
wan for about six hundred miles 
flows lengthwise through this 


border land o* park country lying be- 
tween the true prairie on the south 
and the true forest on the north, and 
because in all the distance from the 
Gulf of Mexico northwurd this is the 
only part where unbroken fertility ex- 
tends right to the base of the Rocky 
Mountains, that the same _ Fertile 
Gelt is appropriate. 
The winds blowing from the Pacific 
through the different passes in the 
Rocky Mountains vary in their nature 
from unexplained reasons, probably, 
however, because of the nature of the 
ranges intervening between the Rock- 
ies and the coast. Those blowing 
through the Crow’s Nest Pass are 
warmer and strouger than those com- 
ing through the passes either immedi- 
ately north or south, sometimes ap- 
proaching a hurricane in velocity, and 
always in winter producing a_ pro- 
nounced thaw. Those blowing 
through the Pine and Peace river pass- 
es fae to the north are also both very 


warm and very strong. These 
high winds account for the 
dryness of the southern plains 
and their lack of forest growth 


at any distance east of the foot hills. 
They also account for the prairies of 
Peace river. The Jasper Pass through 
the Rockies lying west of the general 
course of the Saskatchewan valley and 
giving the warm west winds access 
to it is much lower and wider than 
any of the more southerly passes. But 
the winds coming through it although 
as warm. and as frequent do not, blow 
as strongly. Their effect is therefore 
not so pronounced, merely shortening 
the wiuter and moderating the tem- 
perature instead of altogether clear- 
ing away the snow. The cause is diffi- 
cult to explain but the fact is that the 
Edmonton district of the Saskatche- 
way vailey has much jess wind either 
in winter or summer than any other 
part of the chinook belt, or thanj the 
more southerly parts of the Territor- 
jes outside the influence of ibe chinook. 

As a result of this absence of high 
winds there is a greater fall of mois- 
ture and a more equal temperature, 
in summer and in winter, than where 


such winds prevail. The winter is 
more pronounoved than in the 
more southerly part of the chinook 
belt. There is generally  sleighing 


during she winter and cattle have to 


be fed hay. They cannot graze out all 
winter as in Southern Alberta. 
But there are none of the 


flizzards which render winter a sea- 
fon of danger as well as discomfort on 
the more easterly and southeasterly 
(Plains. The winter climate iu any part 
of the chinook belt is the best winter 
climate on the continent and in no 
part is it more emjoyable than in tthe 
Hdmontan district. Of course there 
are severe winters, and feriods of 
storm and co!d in most winters, but on 
the average the winters are short and 
the climate compares more than fay- 
orably for pleasure, health and work, 
with that of any other section of the 
continent. 

lt is a mistake, however, io suppose 
that winier is always summer, even in 
tthe chinook belt, or that preparations 
BP should not be made for the cold. In 
abt order that the mild winter weather 
may be fully enjoyed the cold snaps 
pnd storms should be prepared for. 
Clothing should be suited to the season 
gud houses and stabling, should be 
made comfortable against all weather. 
a ‘A short cold snap for which people 
and stock are not prepared will do 
more harm and cause more dissatis- 
faction with the conditions than a 
Jong and cevere winter which is met 
sa} with proper preparation. And some- 
times the winter is exceptionally 
Bevere just as sometimes it is excep- 
tionally mild. 

In proof that high west winds are 
mot needed to produce mild winter the 
5 meieorological recerd of the present 
Beason may be taken. This winter so 
far bas been exceptionally mild and as 
exceptionally calm. The following

The high wind which clears 
away the snow from the southern pra- 
iries also dries up the moisture of sum- 
mer, and consequently the rainfail is 
insufficient to produce grain crops 
without irrigation. It is a grazing, 
but not a farming country. Further 
east on the prairies where the chinook 
has less effect and the snow lies in win- 
ter, ard where the country is less ele- 
vated than along the mountains, there 
is more rainfall in summer. But still 
the fall is light. Sufficient to grow 
wheat, which requires less rain than 
other cereals, but noc sufficient for 
oats, Darley, or root crops, or ‘to 
produce prairie hay in abundance, or 
cultivated hay at all. It is a wheat 
growing, but not a mixed farming 
country. 1n the Saskatchewan valley 
and particularly in its western part 
the rainfall is sufficient to admit of 
the production in the greatest perfec. 
tion of all the cereais—oats and barley 
as well as wheat;—of all root crops 
which require moisture as well as a 
fertile soil; and of hay in abundance 
both wild and cultivated of the best 
varieties. While the winiers are not 
too long nor too severe to prevent the 
satisfactory wintering of cattle, sheep, 
pigs, horses and poultry, at a mider- 
ate cost for feed and care, 
To repeat; The climatic 
tions of the Edmonton 
trict are: a shorter and milder winter, 
and longer summer than in any of 
the more easterly portions of the Ter- 
ritories or Manitoba; a greater cer- 
tainty of adequate rainfall than any-

where else in the Northwest; less high 
winds in winter or summer; and con- 
sequently less storms and fewer and 
less extreme variations of summer 
temperature than elsewhere in all the 
region between the Red river and the 
Rocky Mountains. The record of the 
past twenty years proves that the 
Edmonton district has a greater cer- 
tainty of fair crops in every year and 
greater possibility of large crops in 
some years than any other part of the 
Canadian West. While the moderate 
nature of the winter snow fal! and the 
absence of wind is proven by the fact 
that in the ten years since the Calgary 
& Edmonton railway was completed, 
the train has never once been impeded, 
much less stopped, by snow fall or 
drifts within 100 miles of Edmonton. 


However desirable the climatic con- 
ditions they are of no value for agri- 
tulture unless the soil is fertile, and 
unless there is a considerable area of 
fertility. For productiveness is of no 
account unless the product can te mar- 
keted, and only when the product is 
large can facilities for marketing be 
provided. The producer for an export 
‘market is better off the more pro- 
duction there is, for the greater the 
production the better will be facilities 
for handling it. The name Edmonton 
district is used advisedly in prefer- 
ence to Saskatchewan valley, as the 
idea conveyed by che word valley is 
that of a narrow strip while the word 
district conveys the idea of a country 
spreading far and wide. The actual 
valiey or the river is comparatively 
insignificant agriculturally, although 
well marked and of great scenic beau- 
ty. When the name Saskatchewan 
valley is used it is with reference to 
the region drained by the river and 
its tributarics and not the mere val- 
ley of the river itself. A region 
throughout which the characteristics 
of soil, climate and production are 
similar, charecteristics which being 
identified with the flow ef the waters 
of the river are called by its name. 
When dealing with particulars relat- 
ing only to the upper pari of the river 
and its tributaries—that part whose 
climate is influenced by the chinook 
—it is betier to take a  dis- 
finctive name. By common consent 
the upper eda of the Saskatchewan 
region has been known ever since ‘the 
Hudson’s Bay Comrany’s post of that 
name was estaolished over a hundred 
yeats ago, as Edmonton. The rame 
has found favor and is known far and 
wide. Even better known than the 
beautiful river upon whose pictures- 
que banks the modern town has suc- 
ceeded the old Hudson’s Bay fort. Si 
much favor that to the minds of many 
everything west of Moose Jaw and 
north of Calgary is Edmonton. Our 
ambitions are large, but not quite so 
far reaching as that. We claim pre- 
eminence for our disirict, and the pre- 
eminence of our town of Edmomton 
in that district is admitted, but we 
are willing to allow that there are 
others inthe Northwest, and wish to 
claim nething but what is ours. Agri- 
culturally the Edmonjic¢n district is 
bounded on the north, northwest and 
west by the waiershed between the 
Athabasca and Saskatchewan, both of 
which inthis pact of their courses run 
northeasterly, and are about one hun- 
dred miles apart. The watershed is 
about midway between ‘he rivers and 
varies from 50 to 70 miles from the 
Saskatchewan. The height of the wat- 
ershed is insignificant, and there is 
no appreciable difference in the | 


mate on one side or the other, but 
the Athabasca side is more heavily 
timbered, and the soil is not of the 
same almost unvarying richness as on 
the Saska*chewan side. Souiberly and 
easterly the district has no definite 
boundary. As the land rises gradu- 
ally towards the south or stretches 
out towards the east the growth of 
timber decreases, indicating a less as- 
sured rainfali, an increase of wind, 
and theerefore climatic uncertainty to 
a greater degree than at Edmonton. 
Adopting for convenience as a south- 
ern boundary a line crossing the C. & 
E. railway south of Batile river, a 
southern tributary of the Saskatche. 
wan, and a line crossing ihe Saskat- 
chewan 150 miles east of Edmonton, 
as the eastern. boundary, we have a 
district 125 miles from north to south 
by 200 from east to west, of very sim- 
ilar soi] as well as «climate, of which 
Edmonton is the principal town. An

This deposit 
of mould is deeper on the rising ground 
than in the hollows, and varies from 
ons to ‘bree feet in thickness, The 
only places where it is of less thick- 
ness is oa fiat land where the resulis 
af the extra heavy growth of succes- 
sive wet years is destroyed b7 fire dur- 
ing a succeedine cycle of dry seasons 
while o7 the higher grouad with a more 
moderate annual growth there has been 
a steady gain in fertility. Probably 
the area of greatest fertility, is that 
immediately surrcunding the town of 
Edmonton. Further to the east be- 
yond the Beaver Hills and south to- 
wards the Battle river there is a 
tvace of sharpness in the soil, which 
is lacking in the Edmonton district 
Eroper and is preferred by many farm- 
ers on that account, especially at the 


commencement of farming operations, | 


But in the trmediate vicinity of Ed- 
monton the soil is sizaply inexhaustible 
and improves from year to year with 
cultivation. Below the black spil is a 
layer of yellowish marly clay, equaily 
as good for wheat production as the 
black top soil, and: which by beng 
worked up with the black soil im- 
proves it for wheat, and brings the 
crop on earlier, Below the yellow clay 
is an interminable depth cf impervious 
blue clay, interlaid with seams of coal. 
In, suchi a soil there is an assurance of 
permanence of fertility. No danger of 
the land becoming exhausted or ceas- 
ing to vespoad to the skill and labor 
of the farmer. This in a productive 
climate and ons in which man may 
reach his highest physical and mental 
development is in itself wealth.

SUPPOSEL) MURDERER CAUGHT 


Halifax, Jan. 22.—Deiecitive Power 
last night arrested a trooper of the 
Canadian Mounted Rifles, who is be- 
lieved to be Walter Gordon, the 
Whitewater, Manitoba, murderer, who 
has been followed over the American | 
continent for the last two years, but 
always evaded the police. He was 
known in the Mounted Rifles as 
Trooper John Gray. He enlisted in 
British Columbia, coming to Halifax 
with the western section some weeks 
ago. The man under arrest ihe 
police are confident is Walier Gor- 
don. He is thick set in ‘build, weighs 
about 170 pounds, and is about 24 
years old. Hiss upper front teeth are 
capped with gold, and his eyes twitch 
considera*ly when engaged in con- 
versation. He answers in almosi 
every way the description sent out by 
Chief of Police Elliott, of Winnipeg. 

Detective Power received instruc- 
tions a few days ago io ‘hoofs out for 
the escaped murderer. He visited 
the military camp at the exhibition 
grounds, and. having spotted his man 
wired to Chief Elliott, of Winnipeg, 
for a full description and phoio of 
Gordon. These were received yester- 
day and accompanied by Adjutant 
Church, of the C. M. R., the detective 
interviewed “Trooper Gray,” who an- 
swered so completely the description 
given that he was immediately ar- 
rested. He was taken to the police 
rtation. The prisoner keeps close 
guard on his lips. He appears quite 
sullen and refused to talk to your 
correspondent or to the police officers, 
and will neither affirm his innocence 
nor discuss the crime with whick he 
is charged. He ‘takes the matter 
quite coolly. The prisoner enlisted 
under the name of John Gray, giving 
the name of J. Gordon, Ontario, as 
his next of kin.
